He * 
was re-registered with the Boy Scout troop* Later he went on a capping ^1' 0^ 
trip to the Sierra Mountains out west without council knowledge but 
with the sponsor's knowledge and endorsement. 

* George Magdich - He served as Camp Tamarack Director and is a school 
teacher. In 1985, there were several rumors floating around about his 
behavior with Soy Scouts. The police department was involved but had 
difficulty securing cooperation from "alleged" victims, parents and 
witnesses and consequently no charges were filed. He has remained in 
Scouting.

Brian Archimbaud proceeded to contact Mr. Brewer and arranged a raect- 
inr; at the Council office cor Monday, January 26, 1976, where, with 
Ztavc Gerber present ar. a witness, Mr. Brewer war* confronted with the 
inforraati.cn supplied by Chief Mitchell. Hi?- reaction was singular 
and immediate. He adnitted to the behavior alleged to him and- offer- 
ed to resign immediately.
